Bogart, and Robert Morley. Funny and exciting WWI adventure/romance in which a coarse river trader 
(Bogart, in an Oscar-winning performance) helps a prim missionary flee the Germans. 

The Maltese Falcon 

Tuesday, December 28, 2:00 

(USA, 1941, b&w, 35mm, 100 min.) Directed by John Huston, with Humphrey Bogart, Mary Astor, and 
Peter Lorre. Detective Sam Spade wades through a sea of thugs, traitors, and misfits in pursuit of a miss- 
ing jewelled statue in this classic film noir. 

The Treasure of the Sierra Madre 

Wednesday, December 29, 2:00 

(USA, 1948, b&w, 35mm, 124 min.) Directed by John Huston, with Humphrey Bogart, Walter Huston, 
and Tim Holt. Three prospectors search for gold in Mexico in this dark, gripping account of human greed. 

The Caine Mutiny 

Thursday, December 30, 2:00 

(USA, 1954, color, 35mm, 125 min.) Directed by Edward Dmytryk, with Humphrey Bogart, Jose Ferrer, 
and Van Johnson. Two naval officers mutiny against their loony, paranoid officer and are courtmartialed. 
From Herman Wouk's novel. 

Casablanca 

Friday, December 31, 2:00 

(USA, 1942, b&w, 35mm, 102 min.) directed by Michael Curtiz, with Humphrey Bogart, Ingrid Bergman, 
and Paul Henreid. Ring out the millennium with one of the most beloved Hollywood movies of all time 
(and Cleveland's favorite film, according to our 1996 poll)) It's a romantic thriller set in Morocco during 
WWII, where a nightclub owner encounters an old flame and Germans try to stop a French Resistance 
leader. 
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
